Chagres, which flows into the Atlantic ; sufficient in short, 
to establish a steam communication from ocean to ocean, 
“ through in twelve hours,” which is the limit required by 
the terms of the grant from the Granadian Government, 
Such a road can be made in about a year, more or less, af- 
ter which the investment will at once become productive. 
The remainder of the railroad, from where it crosses the 
Chagres riverto Mansanilla bay. (a branch of Navy bay,) 
can be made at any time within six yeare, according to the 
convenience or interests of the company.
